INDIAN WOMANHOOD’S IDEAL. 


The Round Table Conference 
to-day adopted a 10-minutd rule 
‘for specches. Twenty-five dele- 
gates had prepared thein orations 
but a numbdr of speeches was 
unavaidably postponed until to- 
morrow, including Mr. Ramsay 
MacDonald. The _ex-Viceroy, 
Lord Reading, to-day declared 
that British Liberals , fully ac- 

‘ cepted the statement that’ the 
natural issue of the. declaration 
of 1917 was status, equal to that 
of the other Dominions. He 
added, however, “It 1 idle to say 
thot ‘at this momert there couid 
be anything like equaiity of sta- 
tus in India with the Dominions.” 

Lord ‘Reading confessed that 

« he was increasingly astonisned 
by the “dazzling swiftness with 

- which the East seems to distance 
ont the West.” He hoped that 
the Conference would accomplish 
the establishment of the prin- 
ciple of the All-India Federation. 

Women Cheered. 

A great personal triumph was 
achieved by the Begum of Shah- 
nawaz (Sir Muhammad Shafi’s 
daughter and one of the two 
women delegates), wearing a pale 
blue sari wound round her figure 
and diamonds flashing from her 
hair.. She declared that she was 
a ‘Moslem woman emerged from 
Purdah and, with the’ other 
- woman delegate, (a Hindu), had 
come to London to participate in 
such.a Conference, which {Mlus- 
trated the -fact that the ‘so-call- 
“ed unchanging East was unchang- 
ing -no longer.”

doubled, granting that there fs a || 


harvest of average quality, this 
country next year seems certain 
to play an even larger role in the 
world grain business. 

Moreover, the collective type of 
farming is being carried into other 
fields of production—cotton, sugar, 
dairy produce, etc.—and therefor~ 
will affect the world, supplies and 
nuicse to on ever larger degree. 


A Misconception. 

The collective is thought of 
ubroad, mistakenly, es a sort of 
“communo,” in which the farmers 
throw in everything they possess 
and draw out equal shares of the 
crops and the profits. Indeed, 
ihis misconception of the idea was 
wide-spread among the Soviet 
farmera themselves and caused a 

of last . winter's 


The ordinary peasant, nejthor 
rith nor poor, did not relish the 
prospect of giving up his posses- 
sions and receiving in return only 
as much as the “bfedniak,” .or 
poorest peasant,’ who invested no- 
thing. 

He met: the. unpleasant situation 
in'a ‘direct manner, namely by 
killing: his livedtock and selling 
or destroying his other’ pogses- 
sions. In other words, he strip- 
‘ped himself of worldly belungings 
and entered the collective aa a 


In reality the collective ts “not 
ut all the commune of share-and- 
share-nlike which*he feared. Re+ 
lntively speaking, the incomes of 
members of the collectives will be 
as‘ various farmers. 

Farm labour on the collective ia 
divided into categories, and tha 
skilled farmer doing more import- 
ant work receives higher pay than 
the ordinary farmhand. This 
differential! Is. sometimes so great 
that one man receives three times 
as'fnuch as another, - 

In addition, 5 per cent, of tho 
total crops‘are set aside as a fund 
for the“payment of dividends on 
investments by the peasant—

Thd news that the Dalmulr ship: 
yard is to be closed down at the end 
of the year has been taken very 
serlously by the Press and by the 
country, a3 was natural. It ia a 
portent that cannot be ignored, and 
the Dalmuir yard doea not stand 
alone. It is one of a very important 
group of shipbuilding establish- 
ments in England and Scotland that 
have auffered keenly since the end 
of the war from the rapid: decline 
in naval work.. 

Those. firms, which at great cost 
and with Infinite pains have laid 
themselves out to build the, nation’s 
warships, have; without exception, 
had to go through a bitter experl- 
ence.-since 1921_.‘They_have__had. 
nine years of evér-reducing work to 
face, and are now left in a state of 
neglect, which, rightly viewed in its 
national aspect, is a serious mattter 
for the country. Not one of the 
firms which ig entitled to be regard- 
ed as. primarily naval shipbuilders 
has escaped; all have suffered, and 
dre now left in that state that unless 
they can find mercantile work to do 
their costly plant, premises and 
organisations are useless of thelr 
hands. “ om 

Tho cases of Armstrongs and 
Vickers will® be readily - recalled 
‘These two great firms, by a process 
of drastic - financial ‘reconstruction 
and‘ completa. reorganisation, have. 
managed to change over with some 
success to mercantile work, but not 
without great loss to, their share 
holders. Armatrangs still have their 
fine naval dockyard at Walker-on- 
Tyna lying practically idle. "It would 
bo, indeed, entirely idle but for the 
Bermuda mail steamer which 
Messrs, Furness, Withy and Co. are 
building there. ‘oe ;

Relief in Money and Provisions. 
The expenditure under this head 
for the first nine months of 1930 
was $5,058.75 as against $4,976.50 
for the-same periad.{n 1929. The 
Society -haa also during the nine 
months expended: $141.70 in pro- 
viding shoes and clothing for poor 
children and $73,31 for medical ald. 
The above aum of 35,058.75 was 
expended ‘on. the maintenance of 
148 families comprising 203 per- 
sons to whom assistance was given 
irrespective of race, nationality, or 
creed. 1126 visits were made to 
the poor in their homes. 
Housing Accommodation. 
Tho expenditure under this head 
during the whole of 1929 amount- 
ed to $2,071.65, while for the nine 
months January _ to September, 
1930, the expenditure was $1,608.18, 
of which $350 represents granta 
made in special cases of temporary 
destitution. As recorded {n- pre- 
vious reports, the long perlod of 
trade depression in the Colony, 
resulting in a large-increase in the 
number of, unemployed, continues 
to cause no little anxiety to the 
Society In the matter of the hous- 
ing of the poor. . ® 
Education of Children of Poor. 
One of the first works of the 
Sociaty of St. Vincent de Paul in all 
countries had always been tho 
education: of the children of the 
poor, and In‘accordance with this 
policy the Society in Hong Kong 
.aimsat_affording avery facility to. 
Chinese poor’ children for ac- 
quiring. a good practical know- 
ledgesof. thelr ‘own language. Later, 
according to their ,aptitude, they 
are cither taught a trade or‘sent. 
to St. Joseph’s College for an Eng- 
lish education. . 
With a view to providing, in the 
first instance, a five-year course in 
Chinese the Society maintains the 
Kai Lap School for boys at 
Wanchai, and assists the Tak 
Ying School for girls, also 
nt Wanchai, by paying the, 
fees of a number of the 
poorer girls attending this school. 
During the nine months January to 
September, 1980, the subsidy to the 
the Kai Lap School amounted to 
§720. During the eame period 
$96 was paid by the Society in 
school fees for girls ‘at the Tak 
Ying School.and $216 to St. Louls 
Industrial School for: boys who are 
being taught varloua trades. ‘ 
Under the head of education the 


| Socfety spent during, the . nine 
months January,to September, 1930, |- 


$825.46 for books and atationery. 
and $50.60 on tram, bus, and. ferry 
‘fares for poor children living ata 
distance from school « 

' During the same period the ex- 
penditure on tuitfon or board and 
tuition for poor children in Eng- 
lish schoola was $1,486.75. 

‘The total expenditure, on educa-. 
tion in 1929. was $2,618.67. 

As recorded in the report for 
1929, the St." Louls Industriai 
School at West Point, conducted ‘by 
the Salesian Fathers, affords con- 
siderable assistance to the Society 
by providing_a training for the 
children of the poor. Before the 
dstablishment of. this school such 
boys had no means of qualifying 
themselves for any trade, and went 
to swell. the large jarmy of unem~ 
ployed: labourers | of .the unskilled 
class, .. Now, under. the care of the 
Salesian . Fathers, they are taugh® 
shoemaking, tailoring, carpentry, 
printing, and other trades..." ;. 

A. contribution of $100 has been 
made by the Society’ to this School 
this year.. ‘This, -with the $215 
pald in fees, is not..by:any means 
an adequate ‘recognition of the 
splendid ‘work which these. good 
Fathers ara-doing for the children, 
of the Colony’s poor, ‘and it: is. re- 
grotted that the state of the: So- 
clety’s funds has not permitted ‘the 
provision of a larger. grant..
